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Continuation of 1 1 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to the Applicant's representative 
arguments that a contact is not a passive device, the Examiner again points out that by definition a contact is a passive device. The 
standard definition of a passive device is any device that is not capable of current gain and/or switching (see any introduction to 
electronics textbook). A contact is nothing more than a very short conducting wire. A wire is a passive device in exactly the same way as 
a resistor is a passive device. A wire is a resistor. There in no such thing as an ideal wire with no resistance, therefore all real world 
wires/contacts/conductors have resistance and are considered resistors. For this reason when discussing passive devices wires are 
resistors. Resistors and wires are components that obey Ohm's law; that is, their resistance is independent of the current flowing trough 
them (passive device), therefore they cannot have current gain and are incapable of switching. A resistor is merely a single wire with the 
resistance given as R= (material's resistivity) x (length) / width, (it is also noted that an inductor is merely a coil of wire with N turns and a 
capacitor is two conductors separated by a distance d. Therefore as the rejected claims read they are not patentably enforceable over the 
prior art as indicated in the previous office actions. 
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
